The  Federal  Reserve’s  production 
index  declined  in  November  to  135.6 
percent  of  the  1967  base,  the  lowest 
level  since  the  134.5  percent  of  Febru¬ 
ary  1977. 

With  factory  operators  cutting  out¬ 
put  further  every  month,  more  work¬ 
er  layoffs  are  nearly  inevitable.  So 
unemployment  seems  certain  to  rise 
above  the  N ovember  level  of  10. 8  per¬ 
cent,  already  the  highest  in  42  years. 

However,  economists  inside  and 
outside  the  government  said  recently 
rising  sales  figures  and  declining  in¬ 
terest  rates  could  be  signaling  at  least 
a  small  production  gain  in  the  next 
month  or  two.

Clifton  is  now  in  stable  condition, 
said  a  Utah  Valley  Hospital  public  re¬ 
lations  spokeswoman. 

“He  cracked  his  skull  and  received 
severe  head  injuries.  He  broke  his 
right  arm,  four  ribs  and  has  a  badly 
bruised  lung,”  Clifton’s  mother  said. 

“The  doctors  are  very  hopeful  and. 
told  us  they  believed  he  would  prob¬ 
ably  recover  completely. 

“Right  now  when  he  speaks  he 
doesn’t  make  any  sense  —  he  speaks 
very  slowly,  one  word  at  a  time,”  she 
said. 

The  couple  have  virtually  camped 
out  in  the  hospital’s  waiting  room. 
They  have  spent  nearly  every  hour  of 
the  last  week  waiting  to  visit  their 
son.  They  have  made,  friends  with 
doctors,  nurses,  receptionists,  pa¬ 
tients  and  other  families  in  the  wait¬ 
ing  room. 

“We  have  been  treated  so  well, 
here.  We  had  never  been  to  Utah  be¬ 
fore.  We  decided  that  when  we  move 
from  North  Carolina,  we  are  going  to 
move  here.” 


SALT  LAKE  CITY,  Utah  (AP>— 
Dr.  Barney  Clark,  a  “good  day  of  re¬ 
covery”  behind  him,  remained  in  cri¬ 
tical  condition  Wednesday  but  is  more 
alert  than  before  his  surgery  to  re¬ 
place  half  his  artificial  heart. 

Clark,  who  was  rushed  to  surgery 
Tuesday  with  a  malfunctioning  heart 
valve,  rested  comfortably  and  doctors 
said  a  fever  and  potentially  dangerous 
pneumonia  were  subsiding. 

“He’s  worse  off  than  he  was  before 
because  of  the  third  episode  of  anes¬ 
thesia  and  surgery,  and  he’s  worse  off , 
because  of  the  appearance  of  pneumo¬ 
nia,”  said  Dr.  Chase  Peterson,  “but 
he’s  better  off  because  he’s  had  14 
days  now  of  good  cardiac  output.” 

Peterson,  University  of  Utah  vice 
president  for  health  sciences,  also 
cited  benefits  from  Clark’s  metabol¬ 
ism  having  been  restored  to  balance 
by  several  days  of  a  special  diet. 

And  for  the  first  time,  doctors 
“ruled  out”  any  possibility  that  the 
61-year-old  retired  dentist  suffered 
significant  brain  damage  from  a  series 
’  of  seizures  Dec.  7  which  put  him  back 
in  critical  condition.-  The  seizures 
were  believed  to  be  caused  by  a  meta¬ 
bolic  imbalance. 

As  for  possible  subtle  brain  dam¬ 
age,  Peterson  said,  “it  will  be  a  good 
long  time”  before  that  can  be  ruled 
out. 

Clark,  who  had  been  in  a  semi¬ 
conscious  state  from  the  seizures,  was 
“more  alert”  Wednesday  than  at  any 
time  before  undergoing  surgery  on 
Tuesday  to  replace  the  left  ventricle 
of  his  Jarvik-7  heart,  Peterson. said. 

Peterson  said  Clark’s  growing 
lucidity  was  not  because  of  his 
surgery. 

“We’re  not  here  to  propose  thoracic 
surgery  as  a  way  to  improve  outlook 


on  life.  Nothing  that  happened  in 
surgery  can  be  construed  to  have  im¬ 
proved  his  brightness,”  he  said. 

Instead,  Peterson  said,  Clark’s 
mental  alertness  has  been  “on  a 
steadily  improving  curve.  It  was  sus¬ 
pended  during  anesthesia  and  is  now 
continuing  on  the  same  curve.” 

Clark,  the  first  human  to  receive  a 
permanent  artificial  heart,  responded 
to  questions  from  doctors  Wednesday 
by  nodding  his  head,  and  he  exhibited 
better  overall  responsiveness,  Peter- 


The  four-hour  surgery  Tuesday  fol¬ 
lowed  an  abrupt  drop  in  Clark’s  blood 
pressure  which  doctors  later  said  was 
caused  by  a  stress  fracture  in  a  weld 
in  the  mitral  valve  of  the  left  ventri¬ 
cle.  The  malfunction  allowed  some 
blood  to  back  up  into  Clark’s  left 
atrium. 

Peterson  said  Clark’s  temperature 
from  bacterial  pneumonia  detected 
Monday  had  topped  103  degrees,  but 
by  mid-day  Wednesday  had  dropped

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Una 
Loy  Clark  shed  a  few  tears  but  re¬ 
mained  composed  when  her  husband 
was  taken  to  the  operating  room  for 
repair  of  his  artificial  heart,  said  so¬ 
cial  worker  Margaret  Miller. 

Surgeons  replaced  the  left  half  of 
the  plastic  device  in  61-year-old  Bar¬ 
ney  Clark  after  a  valve  malfunctioned 
Tuesday.  Clark  remained  in  critical 
condition  Wednesday. 

“There  were  tears  when  he  left  for 
the  operating  room.  She  just  came  out 
and  put  her  arms  around  me  and  I  put 
my  arms  around  her,”  Miller  said. 
“She’s  always  composed.  She  has 
enormous  dignity.” 

Dr.  William  C.  DeVries,  who  im¬ 
planted  the  Jarvik-7  in  the  retired  de¬ 
ntist  Dec.  2,  talked  with  the  Clarks 
before  gathering  the  original  surgical 
team  and  beginning  the  operation. 


Clark  was  very  alert  when  his  wife 
Came  into  the  room  before  the 
surgery,  said  Dr.  Chase  Peterson, 
University  of  Utah  vice-president  for 
health  sciences.  , 

“He  still  had  the  (respirator)  tube 
in  his  mouth  so  he  wasn’t  speaking 
with  spoken  words,  but  was  mouthing 
words  to  her  and  they  had  consider¬ 
able  discussion,”  Peterson  said 
Tuesday. 

“He  was  aware  that  the  recom¬ 
mendation  by  DeVries  was  to  return 
to  surgery.  He  approved  of  that  deci¬ 
sion,”  Peterson  said. 

He  said  Mrs.  Clark  formally  signed, 
the  consent  to  the  new  surgery. 

“She  approved  of  it,  was  very  sup¬ 
portive  of  it  in  fact,”  Peterson  said. 

“He  kissed  his  wife  —  at  least  in 
the  act  of  blowing  a  kiss  toward  her — 
and  was  taken  to  surgery,”  Peterson 
said.

“His  infection  (pneumonia)  is 
slightly  better,”  because  of  a  regimen 
of  antibiotics,  Peterson  said.  Doctors 
know  that,  he  said,  because  of  the 
temperature  drop  and  because  of  x- 
rays  on  his  left  lung. 

Tuesday’s  surgery  also  convinced 
doctors  that  Clark’s  seizures  were  not 
a  result  of  blood  Clots. 

“We  looked  at  the  heart  and  we 
looked  at  the  vessels  and  there  were 
no  clots,”  Peterson  said. 

“Dr.  Clark  has  had  a  good  day  of 
recovery,”  Peterson  said.  And  the  pa¬ 
tient  was  more  comfortable  breathing  • 
with  a  tracheotomy  than  he  had  been 
with  a  respirator,  he. said. 

The  tracheotomy  —  an  incision  and 
tube  in  his  throat  —  was  performed 
during  Tuesday’s  surgery.  Clark  still 
was  prevented  from  speaking  be¬ 
cause  the  tube  was  fitted  with  a  bal¬ 
loon  for  easier  breathing,  Peterson 
said  a  tube  that  would  allow  him  to 
speak  would  be  inserted  in  a  few  days. 

Doctors  also  were  optimistic  about 
Clark’s  bowel,  which  they  had  feared 
would  be  paralyzed  for  some  time  by 
the  anesthetic.  Peterson  said  the 
bowel  muscles  were  working 
Wednesday  and  doctors  planned  to 
resume  Clark’s  tube-fed,  high- 
nutrient  diet. 

Peterson  said  Clark's  wife,  Una 
Loy,  who  signed  a  consent  form  for 
Tuesday’s  surgery  after  consulting 
her  husband,  “continues  to  do  well.” 

He  said  Mrs.  Clark  was  able  to  get 
six  hours  of  sleepTuesday  night,  the 
best  she’s  enjoyed  since  the 
polyurethane  device  was  implanted 
Dec.  2. 

Clark  underwent  surgery  two  days 
after  the  implant  so  doctors  could 
close  air  leaks  in  his  lungs.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Sen¬ 
ate  Appropriations  Committee 
moved  toward  rejection  of  a  $5.4  bil¬ 
lion  House-passed  jobs  plan  Wednes¬ 
day  as  it  crafted  legislation  needed  to 
keep  most  federal  agencies  from  run¬ 
ning  out  of  money  at  midnight  Friday. 
The  bill  also  contained  a  $9,100 
Christmas  pay  raise  for  members  of 
Congress. 

In  place  of  the  multibillion-dollai* 
Democratic  jobs  plan,  Sen.  Mark  O. 
Hatfield,  R-Ore.,  the  committee 
chairman,  proposed  a  $900  million 
alternative  focused  on  highway, 
forest  and  water  projects.  But  even 
that  faced  obstacles,  as  GOP  sources 
said  Hatfield  was  acting  against  the 
wishes  of  both  President  Reagan  and 
Senate  Republican  Leader  Howard 
Baker  of  Tennessee. 

With  the  committee  expected  to 
send  the  overall  spending  bill  to  the

floor  by  evening,  the  Senate  itself  was 
tied  up  by  a  filibuster  over  a  proposed 
nickel-a-gallon  increase  in  the  federal 
gasoline  tax. 

Baker  threatened  an  all-night  ses¬ 
sion  to-complete  passage  of  the  mea¬ 
sure,  but  a  formal  vote  to  choke  off , 
the  filibuster  was  not  scheduled  until 
Thursday. 

Together,  the  spending  measure 
and  gasoline  tax  increase,  endorsed 
by  Reagan,  are  the  two  “must”  items 
on  the  bipartisan  leadership’s  list  of ' 
bills  to  be  passed  before  the  lame- 
duck  97th  Congress  adjourns. 

The  Democratic-controlled  House 


already  has  passed  the  gas-tax  bill, 
which  will  produce  an  estimated  $5.5 
billion  annually  for  highway  and  mass 
transit  repair,  and  the  overall  spend¬ 
ing  measure. 

But  its  version  of  the  spending  bill 
included  the  $5.4  billion  for  jobs  that 
the  White  House  hinted  strongly 
would  be  vetoed  if  it  reached 
Reagan’s  desk. 

“It’s  exactly  the  type  of  jobs  bill 
that  doesn’t  accomplish  anything  — 
too  little,  too  late,  too  costly,”  White 
House  spokesman  Larry  Speakes 
said,  adding  that  such  programs 
“don’t  create  jobs  and  the  stimulus 


never  arrives  until  the  recovery  is 
underway.” 

Speakes  did.  hot  rule  out  White 
House  acceptance  of  a  smaller  jobs 
program,  and  House  Speaker  Thomas 
P.  O’Neill  Jr.,  D-Mass.,  told  repor¬ 
ters  he  hoped  both  the  GOP  Senate 
and  Reagan  would  compromise  and 
aecept  at  least  part  of  the  Democratic 
plan. 

The  pay  raise  provision  —  already 
approved  by  the  House  —  would 
boost  salaries  for  members  of  the 
House  and  Senate  by  more  than 
$9,000  to  $69,800.  There  would  be 
raises  for  other  government  officials, 
including  the  vice  president,  cabinet 
officers  and  top-level  civil  servants. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  spending 
bill  is  to  permit  most  federal  agencies 
to  continue  operating  after  their  fund¬ 
ing  expires  at  midnight  on  Friday.

Hollings’  move  was  accepted  after  only  brief  de¬ 
bate.  His  margin  of  victory  came  when  four  Repub¬ 
lican  senators,  some  of  whose  votes  were  unknown, 
sided  with  him.  They  included  Sens.  Mark  Hatfield 
of  Oregon,  Lowell  Weicker  of  Connecticutt,  Arlen 
Specter  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Mark  Andrews  of 
North  Dakota.

Drivers  safer 
in  groups, 
resting  often 

The  holiday  season  is  one  of  joy  and  happiness, 
but  it  may  be  unpleasant  for  some  students  and 
their  families  if  students  do  not  take  proper  precau¬ 
tions  while  driving  home. 

“At  the  holiday  season  it  is  tragic  for  families  to 
end  up  with  somebody  killed,”  said  Gail  S.  Hal- 
vorsen,  assistant  dean  of  student  life. 

University  Police  and  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of 
Student  Life  recommend  students  take  several 
steps  to  ensure  a  safe  trip. 

Halvorsen  recommends  that  students  do  not 
drive  all  night,  nor  should  they  drive  alone.  He 
suggests  students  stop  before  midnight  and  rest  for  ‘ 
the  night. 

Overloading  the  car  can  present  some  potential 
hazards.  He  suggests  students  avoid  blocking  win- 
1  >ws  and  exits  with  passengers  and  luggage. 

Capt.  J.  Wesley  Sherwood  of  the  University 
Police  had  a  list  of  suggestions  for  safe  holiday 
travel. 

Sherwood  said  to  have  the  car  checked  for 
mechanical  problems.  Students  should  avoid  exces¬ 
sive  driving  and  stop  frequently. 

“Don’t  get  too  warm;  you  get  drowsy  when  it’s 
warm,”  he  said. 

There  should  be  at  least  two  people  awake  at  all 
times,  Sherwood  noted. 

At  this  time  of  year  the  road  conditions  play  an 
important  part  in  reaching  one’s  destination.  Sher¬ 
wood  said  to  check  conditions  before  leaving  in 
order  to  avoid  possible  accidents. 

“We  are  concerned  about  the  welfare  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  and  look  forward  to  having  them  all  safely 
back  at  school  next  semester,”  Halvorsen  said.

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Jamie  goes  home; 
doctors  expect 
normal  life  ahead 


MINNEAPOLIS  (AP) —Jamie  Fiske,  the  baby 
who  captured  hearts  across  the  nation  after  doctors 
said  she  would  die  before  Thanksgiving  without  a 
liver  transplant,  will  be  going  home  today. 

“She  is  in  beautiful  shape.  She’s  eating  and  acting 
like  a  normal  girl,”  said  Dr.  John  Najarian,  chief  of 
surgery  at  University  of  Minnesota  Hospital. 

Jamie  received  the  life-saving  transplant  Nov.  5, 
and  doctors  hope  she  can  now  live  a  full  and  normal 
life,  said  Najarian,  who  headed  the  team  that  per¬ 
formed  the  operation. 

“Barring  unexpected  developments,  Jamie  will 
be  leaving  the  hospital  at  1  p.m.  Thursday,”  Naja¬ 
rian  said.  “She  has  had  no  evidence  of  rejection.” 

Najarian  said  Jamie  has  passed  the  first  two  hur¬ 
dles  in  her  recovery  —  the  first  when  she  was 
transferred  out  of  the  hospital’s  intensive  care  unit 
2Vi  weeks  after  the  operation,  the  second  by  impro¬ 
ving  enough  to  be  released  from  the  hospital. 

The  next  hurdle  will  be  going  three  months  with¬ 
out  signs  of  rej ecting  the  new  liver.  After  that  time, 
the  risk  of  rejection  becomes  much  less,  Najarian 
said. 

He  said  at  the  time  of  the  operation  that  Jamie’s 
long-term  chance  of  survival  was  about  70  percent 
if  she  survived  the  first  three  months. 

Jamie’s  parents,  Charles  and  Marilyn  Fiske,  will 
be  giving  her  daily  medication  after  they  return 
home  to  Bridgewater,  Mass. ,  and  will  maintain  con¬ 
tact  with  her  doctors  in  Minnesota,  Najarian  said. 

Jamie  will  leave  Minneapolis-St.  Paul  Interna¬ 
tional  Airport  on  Northwest  Airlines  Flight  42  at 
2:10  p.m.  (CST)  Thursday  and  will  arrive  in  Boston 
at  5:33  p.m.  (EST). 

Jamie  was  bom  with  biliary  atresia,  a  disease  in 
which  the  bile  ducts  malfunction  and  cause  bile  to 
back  up  into  the  liver  and  the  rest  of  the  body. 

She  underwent  two  unsuccessful  operations  to 
correct  the  disease,  then  was  brought  to  University 
Hospitals  Sept.  15  to  await  a  transplant.  But  no 
donor  liver  became  available  and  Jamie’s  health 
continued  to  grow  worse. 

Fiske,  an  administrator  at  Boston  University 
School  of  Medicine,  drew  national  attention  to 
Jamie’s  fight  for  life  Oct.  28  when  he  asked  pediatri¬ 
cians  gathered  in  New  York  for  help  in  finding  a 
liver  donor. 

Laird  and  Leann  Bellon  heard  a  televised  report 
of  the  plea  in  Utah,  and  when  their  10-month-old 
son,  Jess,  was  fatally  injured  a  few  days  later  in  a 
car-train  accident  they  asked  that  his  liver  be  given 
to  Jamie.

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Holiday  Bowl  '82 
full  of  contrasts

It  will  be  a  game  of  contrasts  when 
the  BYU  Cougars  meet  the  No.  17- 
ranked  Ohio  State  Buckeyes  in  the 
fifth  annual  Holiday  Bowl  at  6  p.m. 
(PST)  Friday  at  San  Diego’s  Jack 
Murphy  Memorial  Stadium. 

Ohio  State,  traditionally  a  football 
powerhouse,  will  employ  its  ball- 
control,  run-oriented  offense,  while 
BYU,  with  its  up-and-coming  football 
program,  will  counter  with  its 
nationally  renowned  passing  attack. 

'  No.  17 

Ohio  State  is  making  its  17th  post¬ 
season  bowl  appearance,  with  Fri¬ 
day’s  visit  to  San  Diego  its  11th  in  a 
row.  The  Buckeyes,  who  are  7-9  in 
postseason  contests,  are  making  their 
first  appearance  in  the  Holiday  Bowl 
and  their  seventh  bowl  appearance  in 
as  many  years. 

BYU,  however,  has  been  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  Holiday  Bowl  since  its 
birth  five  years  ago.  BYU,  making  its 
fifth  consecutive  Holiday  Bowl 
appearance  as  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  representative,  won  its 
last  two  Holiday  Bowl  matches 
against  Southern  Methodist  and 
Washington  State  after  dropping  the 
first  two  to  Navy  and  Indiana. 

Most  important 

BYU  coaches  and  players  are  call¬ 
ing  Friday  night’s  contest  the  most 
important  game  in  the  history  of 
Cougar  football,  even  eclipsing  the' 
Georgia-BYU  game  earlier  this 
season. 

“We’re  the  new  kids  on  the  block 
and  haven’t  had  many  opportunities 
to  play  teams  of  this  caliber,”  BYU 
Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards  told  an 
Associated  Press  reporter,  adding, 
“When  you  play  the  Ohio  States, 
Oklahomas,  Nebraskas-  and  USC, 
you’re  not  only  playing  great  teams, 
you’re  playing  great  programs.” 

While  the  national  championship 
will  probably  be  decided  in  the  Sugar 
Bowl  contest  between  Georgia  and 
Penn  State,  OSU  Sports  Information 
Office  boasts  that  the  Buckeyes,  with 
an  8-3  record,  might  be  the  team  play¬ 
ing  the  best  football  in  the  nation 
right  now. 

The  Buckeyes,  after  losing  three  of 
their  first  five  games,  were  counted 
out  by  many  as  football  has-beens. 
But  OSU  rallied  to  whip  Big  Ten 
opponents  in  its  final  six  games,  in¬ 
cluding  a  24-14  rout  of  Rose  Bowl- 
bound  Michigan. 

OSU’s  claim  was  acknowledged  by 
Edwards  during  an  earlier  interview 
with  The  Daily  Universe.  “Ohio  State 
is  playing  as  well  as  any  team  in  the 
country  right  now,  and  I’m  sure  they 
will  be  up  for  us  even  though  Michi¬ 
gan  is  taking  (OSU’s)  usual  spot  in  the 
Rose  Bowl,”  Edwards  said. 

The  Cougars,  also  8-3,  amassed  a 
late-season  roll  of  their  own.  After 
splitting  its  first  four  games,  BYU 
came  back  to  win  six  of  its  final  seven 
contests.  A  total  of  seven  points  — 
the  Cougars’  losing  margins  to  Geor¬ 
gia  (three  points),  Air  Force  (one 
point),  and  Utah  State  (three  points) 
—  kept  BYU  from  an1  undefeated 
season. 

No  change 

“BYU  has  a  fine  football  team  and 
Coach  Edwards  does  an  excellent 
job,”  said  Ohio  State  head  coach  Earle 
Bruce.  “They  throw  the  football  a  lot 
and  I’m  sure  they  won’t  change 
against  us.” 

And  why  should  the  Cougars 
change?  BYU  quarterback  Steve 
Young  has  totaled  3,100  aerial  yards 
and  18  touchdown  passes  during  his 
first  year  as  full-time  Cougar  signal 
caller.  His  downfield  gargets  include 
consensus  All- America  tight  end  Gor¬ 


don  Hudson  and  wide  receivers  Neil 
Balholm,  Scott  Collie,  Kirk  Pendleton 
and  Mike  Eddo. 

And  when  unable  to  toss  the  ball 
downfield,  Young  has  added  another 
aspect  to  the  BYU  offensive  attack — 
scrambling.  The  6-2,  196-pound 
junior  has  racked  up  407  total  yards 
and  10  touchdown  scampers.  Young, 
who  has  amassed  BYU’s  second-best 
rushing  total  behind  leading  fullback 
Casey  Tiumalu,  registered  the 
Cougars’  longest  run  from  scrim¬ 
mage,  a  49-yarder. 

While  BYU  boasts  a  first-team  All- 
American  player  on  offense,  the 
Buckeyes  will  have  their  All- America 
defender  on  the  playing  field  at  the 
same  time.  OSU  linebacker  Marcus 
Marek,  needing  nine  tackles  to  sur¬ 
pass  Tom  Cousineau  as  the  school’s 
all-time  leading  tackier,  heads  the 
stingy  defense,  which  has  allowed  an 
average  of  226  passing  yards  and  137 
rushing  yards  per  game. 

“I  think  we’ve  improved  100  per¬ 
cent  over  last  year  on  pass  defense,” 
Marek  said. 

Tough  defense 

Marek  has  teamed  up  with  line¬ 
backer  Glen  Cobb  and  three-time  All- 
Big  Ten  defensive  tackle  Jerome  Fos¬ 
ter  to  spark  the  Buckeye  defense, 
which  gave  up  an  average  of  less  than 
18  points  per  game. 

And  while  the  OSU  defense  de¬ 
mands  respect,  the  OSU  offense  has 
also  received  the  attention  of  its  oppo¬ 
nents,  especially  in  the  final  six  con¬ 
secutive  wins.  Sophomore  quarter¬ 
back  Mike  Tomczak,  who  had  a  diffi¬ 
cult  time  early  in  the  season  while 
trying  to  fill  the  shoes  of  former  Buck¬ 
eye  field  general  Art  Schlichter, 
finished  the  regular  season  with  1,470 
total  passing  yards  and  8  touchdown 
throws. 

But  the  center  of  attention  in  the 
Ohio  State  offensive  attack  is  senior 
tailback  Tim  Spencer,  named  to  the 
second-team  spot  on  the  UPI  All- 
American  team,  behind  the  heralded 
Herschel  Walker  of  Georgia,  the  first- 
team  tailback.  Spencer,  who  runs  a 
4:35  40-yard  sprint,  chalked  up  1,317 
rushing  yards  and  12  touchdowns  and 
was  named  the  top  running  back  in 
the  conference,  averaged  5.4  yards  a 
carry  and  126.6  yards  per  g;ame. 

BYU’s  defense,  which  will  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  containing  Spencer  and 
pressuring  Tomczak,  has  allowed  an 
average  of  15  points  and  327  total 
yards  per  game.  The  Cougars  are  led 
defensively  by  linebackers  Todd  Shell 
and  David  Aupiu  and  noseguard 
Chuck  Ehin,  who  are  1-2-3  in  defen¬ 
sive  statistics. 

Exciting  history 

In  its  short,  four-year  existence, 
the  Holiday  Bowl  has  provided  excit¬ 
ing,  down-to-the  wire  action.  In  fact, 
the  three  most  recent  contests  have 
been  decided  by  two  points  or  less. 
“Even  those  who  complain  about  a 
surfeit  of  bowl  games  recognize  the 
merit  of  this  competition,”  wrote  one 
Sports  journalist  of  the  December 
event. 

After  dropping  Holiday  Bowl 
games  to  Navy  and  Indiana  on  fourth- 
quarter  field  goals,  BYU  finally 
staged  a  comeback  of  its  own.  Holiday 
Bowl  III,  featuring  BYU  and  SMU, 
has  been  labeled  “the  Miracle  Bowl” 
by  BYU  fans  who  watched  the 
Cougars  turn  a  19-point  fourth- 
quarter  deficit  into  a  last-second  46- 
45  victory. 

Last  year,  it  was  BYU  who  jumped 
to  an  early  lead  and  had  to  hold  off  a 
determined  Washington  State  chal¬ 
lenge  to  preserve  a  38-36  win.  , 

Both  ESPN  and  the  Mizzlou  Televi¬ 
sion  Network  will  feature  live  cover¬ 
age  of  the  Holiday  Bowl  this  year.

Edwards  said  he  is  impressed  with  Ohio  State’s 
ball-control  offense  and  the  running  of  Tim 
Spencer,  who  was  the  Buckeyes’  leading  rusher 
and  most  valuable  player  this  season. 

Spencer,  a  6-1,  212-pound  halfback,  finished  the 
regular  season  as  a  second  team  All- America  pick 
behind  Herschel  Walker,  but  Spencer’s  152  yards- 
per-game  average  over  the  last  six  games  is  tops  in 
the  country  over  that  period  of  time. 

Edwards  says  that  Ohio  State  is  similar  to  Utah 
because  of  the  way  they  use  the  run  and  pass  in  a 
ball-control  offense. 

“Ohio  State  likes  to  use  Spencer  25  to  35  times  a 
game  with  the  rush,  which  helps  set  up  the  play- 
action  pass.  Our  defensive  backs  have  to  aware  of 
the  pass  because  of  the  way  their  quarterback  has 
been. playing  of  late,”  he  said. 

Ohio  State’s  quarterback,  Mike  Tomczak,  has 
passed  for  1, 117  yards  this  season  after  starting  the 
season  with  some  dismal  statistics.  Tomczak’s  pass- 
completion  percentage  was  only  38  percent  after 
five  games,  but  in  the  Buckeyes’  last  six  games  he 
completed  57  percent  of  his  attempts  and  led  the 
Big  Ten  Conference  in  passing  efficiency. 


Brian  Hansen,  BYU  linebacker,  claims  the  key 
to  winning  the  Holiday  Bowl  will  be  how  well  the 
Cougars  contain  Spencer.  “We  haven’t  played 
against  as  good  a  back  as  Spencer  since  we  played 
against  Hershel  Walker  in  Georgia.” 

“Spencer  runs  a  4.3-second  40-yard  dash  and  a  lot 
of  people  claim  he  can  outrun  Walker.  We’ll  be  all 
right  if  we  can  contain  him  without  giving  up  a  big 
play.”  . 

Quarterback  Steve  Young  believes  the  key  to 
beating  the  Buckeyes  will  be  controlling  the  line  of 
scrimmage.  “We  have  to  dominate  both  sides  of  the 
line  of  scrimmage  to  be  successful.  Our  offensive 
and  defensive  lines  have  been  super  all  year,  and 
I’m  confident  they’ll  be  ready  for  Ohio  State.” 

Edwards  also  stresses  the  importance  of  line 
play.  “To  shut  down  Ohio  State  we  will  need  excep¬ 
tional  efforts  from  Chuck  Ehin,  Brandon  Flint  and 
Mike  Morgan.  This  is  the  group  that  can  really 
influence  the  outcome  of  the  game.  We  don’t  want 
to  let  Ohio  State  get  into  a  ball  control  game  like 
Utah  did  against  us.” 

The  game  will  be  televised  live  on  the  ESPN  and 
Mizzlou  networks,  and  will  be  shown  live  in  the 
Stepdown  Lounge  and  ELWC  Ballroom  at  7  p.m. 


Bruce  criticizes  holding 


SAN  DIEGO  (AP)  —  Earle  Bruce,  Ohio  State’s 
football  coach,  criticizes  the  lack  of  holding  calls  in 
college  passing  today,  but  sidesteps  accusing  BYU 
of  the  tactic. 

“All  the  rules  favor  the  offensive  linemen  today,” 
Bruce  told  a  news  conference  Tuesday  for  the  Holi¬ 
day  Bowl. 

Ohio  State  will  match  8-3  records  with  Brigham 
Young  in  the  five-year-old  San  Diego  bowl  Friday 
night. 

“When  teams  throw  155  passes  against  you  in 
three  games  and  there’s  no  holding  penalties  on  the 
passing,  there’s  something  wrong,”  said  Bruce.

Wayne  Duke,  the  Big  Ten  commissioner, 
attended  a  media  brunch  Tuesday  and  would  not 
comment  on  Bruce’s  crusade. 

Bruce  was  asked  if  Brigham  Young  holds  to  pro¬ 
tect  its  famed  passing  game  after  viewing  the 
Western  Athletic  Conference  champions’  game 
films. 

The  Ohio  State  coach  laughed.  “I  don’t  know 
about  BYU,”  he  finally  replied. 

“But  we’re  as  guilty  as  any  team.  It’s  a  matter  of 
survival.  If  you  want  to  throw  the  ball,  you  better 
tackle  them  (the  defenders).” 

LaVell  Edwards,  BYU  coach,  said,  with  tongue 
in  cheek:  “I’d  like  to  see  it  go  on  —  the  holding.’ 

BYU  threw  383  passes  for  3,188  yards  and  19 
touchdowns  this  season.  But  Ohio  State’s  11  oppo¬ 
nents  passed  423  times  for  2,390  yards  and  16 
scores. 

Edwards  and  Bruce  have  met  twice  in  their 
coaching  career  and  both  times  Bruce  won  while  he 
was  at  Iowa  State,  26-24  in  1973  and  34-7  in  1974. 

Bruce’s  holding  criticism  reminded  Edwards  of 
his  1973  loss  to  Iowa  State. 

“We  threw  a  touchdown  pass  in  the  last  couple  of 
minutes  and  were  called  for  holding,  our  only  one  all 
day.  It  was  called  by  a  Big  Eight  official.  Earle  had 
brought  him  along,”  the  BYU  coach  recalled. 

Bart  Oates,  the  Cougars’  6-foot-4,  242-pound 
center,  was  asked  if  the  BYU  line  holds  for  quarter¬ 
back  Steve  Young. 

“What’s  holding?  I’ve  never  heard  of  it,”  he 
answered.  “I  agree  with  Coach  Bruce.  They  have 
liberalized  the  blocking  rules.  But  I  don’t  think  in 
our  case  we’re  tackling  people.” 

Mike  Morgan,  a  defensive  t.ackle  for  BYU,  said, 
“They’re  liberal  with  the  (offensive  linemen’s) 
hands  now  and  that’s  putting  it  mildly.” 

Jerome  Foster,  a  four-year  starter  at  defensive 
tackle  for  Ohio  State,  does  not  believe  BYU’s  offen¬ 
sive  line  holds  much. 

“I  see  them  using  their  strength  more.  They  just 
push  guys  around.  They  give  their  quarterback  a 
lot  of  time,”  he  said.

“Playing  the  Game,”  a  Mayhew-winning  original

James  A.  VanLeishout,  director  of  “Playing  the 
Game,  ”  said  they  knew  the  play  had  been  entered  in 
the  competition  and  would  be  judged  during  their 
performances. 

The  night  the  judge  from  the  theater  association 
attended  their  performance,  he  came  backstage 
and  talked  with  the  author,  director  and  cast  after 
the  show,  VanLeishout  said.  The  judge  spoke  ab¬ 
out  the  script  and  pointed  out  some  things  that 
might  be  done  to  improve  it,  also  mentioning  things 
he  liked  about  the  play.

Nicholas. 

“It  all  started  in  1949,”  said  Miller,  69.  “I’d  just 
arrived  in  Alaska,  and  bought  an  inventory  of  retail 
goods  from  someone  in  Fairbanks.  I’d  load  the 
goods  in  my  old  statioft  wagon,  and  sell  from  village 
to  village.” 

But  nobody  much  was  buying,  and  Miller  figured 
it  was  because  he  wasn’t  making  an  impression. 
“About  that  time  I  was  rummaging  through  my 
inventory  and  came  across  a  complete  Santa  Claus 
outfit,  he  recalled. 

“So  from  then  on,  whenever  I’d  pull  into  one  of 
the  villages,  I’d  be  wearing  my  Santa  suit.  The  kids 
would  get  really  excited,  and  as  I’d  approach, 
they’d  call  out,  ‘Santa  Claus  is  coming!’  ” 

Phone  calls 

The  U.S.  Postal  Services  aided  in  spreading  this 
case  of  mis-identity  in  1954,  when  it  opened  a  post 
office  at  the  North  Pole  when  the  settlement  was  a 
year  old. 

“It  wasn’t  long  before  I  was  getting  thousands  of, 
letters  to  Santa  Claus.  They  usually  start  pouring 
in  around  Thanksgiving. 

“But  what  really  amazes  me,”  he  added,  “are  the: 
phone  calls.  Last  year  we  got,  I’d  guess,  about 
350,000  calls  between  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
Eve.  Almost  all  the  calls  are  from  young  children, 
and  I  bet  their  parents  get  quite  a  jolt  when  the  bill 
comes  in.” 

When  the  telephone  rings  at  his  place  of  busi¬ 
ness:,  a  hqge.;stqrq,  stocked  almost  ,  entirely  with- 
Alaska  souvenirs  arid/Christmas-related  items  — 
where  he  also  lives  —he  answers  “Santa  Claus 
House.” 

The  majority  of  the  callers,  and  the  letter  writers 
too,  are  concerned  with  what  they  would  like  to  see 
in 'their  yule  stockings  and  under  their  Christmas 
tre^s.  Blit  .many  just  want  to  be  able  to  say  they  - 
actually  spoke  to  Santa  Claus.  ,  f 
Santa  reasons 

Miller  and  his  wife  try  to  be  encouraging  rather 
than  promising  in  their  responses  to  all  the  com¬ 
munications. 

Miller  almost  always  writes  return  letters!to  chil¬ 
dren  in  foreign  countries.  “We  think  we  can  build 
better  international  goodwill  through  these  kids, 
than  all  the  foreign  aid  dollars  the  government 
spends,”  he  explained.

Training  school 
provides  home 
for  disabled  kids 

Children  are  not  always  under  12  years  old  and 
under  5  feet  tall.  That’s  what  a  group  of  home 
economics  education  seniors  discovered  when  they 
filled  an  assignment  by  teaching  at  the  Utah  State 
Training  School  in  American  Fork. 

The  one-of-a-kind  training  school  was  set  up  50 
years  ago  to  accommodate  the  mentally  deficient 
and/or  physically  impaired,  said  Amy  Skinner, 
assistant  program  director  at  the  school.  It  houses 
750  residents  ranging  in  age  from  three  days  old  to 
the  very  elderly.  “This  is  their  home,”  she  said. 
“Here  they  learn,  work  and  play.” 

Collaboration 

A  little  more  than  10  years  ago  the  Training 
School  and  4-H  collaborated  to  set  up  a  complete 
4-H  program.  Keith  Youth,  director  of  the  4-H 
program,  said  “4-H  is  there  to  help  the  ‘kids’  de¬ 
velop  to  their  fullest  potential  —  whatever  that 
might  be.” 

To  achieve  this,  4-H  clubs  are  set  up  according  to 
the  various  interests  of  the  250  4-H  members. 
There  are  riding,  cooking,  agricultural,  sewing, 
bicycling  and  craft  clubs,  among  others. 

Home  Economics  instructor  Pat  Cox  said  BYU 
students  volunteered  to  work  on  Saturdays  with  - 
these  clubs  in  an  effort  to  develop  new  skills  and 
interests  in  the  students  and  to  learn  more  them¬ 
selves  about  working  with  the  handicapped. 

Classes  taught 

The  students  taught  a  variety  of  classes,  Cox 
said,  including  foods,  crafts  and  animal  care.  Any 
items  made  in  these  classes  are  saved  and  entered 
in  a  bi-annual  4-H  event  in  which  everyone  wins  a 
blue  ribbon  for  his  or  her  work. 

Shanna  McWhorter  of  Joseph  City,  Ariz.,  said 
“This  experience  was  very  valuable.  It  has  made 
me  more  aware  of  the  needs  of  all  people.”

Contrary  to  popular  opinions,  Provo  City  actual¬ 
ly  is  making  a  concerted  effort  to  bring  back  the 
“college  town”  atmosphere. 

They’re  not  doing  this  through  increased  retail 
sales  in  local  shops,  nor  by  the  influx  of  “hang¬ 
outs,”  book  swaps  and  concerts.  These  quick-fix 
ideas  may  be  implemented  in  the  future,  but  for 
now  Provo  is  attacking  the  major  setback  to  the 
education  of  all  college  students  —  money. 

Money,  or  the  lack  of  it,  is  the  main  deterrent  to 
students  coming  to  Provo  to  attend  BYU;  not  the 
night  life,  not  the  local  shops  and  certainly  not  the 
entertainment. 

To  aid  students  in  the  accumulation  of  the  valu¬ 
able  commodity  of  money,  Provo  has  launched  a 
campaign  enticing  manufacturers  to  locate  in  or 


around  Provo.  These  value-added  industries, 
which  bring  money  into  Provo,  stimulate  the  eco¬ 
nomy  and  create  full-time  and  part-time  jobs  for 
students. 

Without  these  jobs,  an  overwhelming  majority  of 
students  would  be  forced  to  rely  on  outside  sources 
for  support  or  end  up  dropping  out  of  school  every 
other  semester  to  afford  tuition  and  living  ex¬ 
penses. 

Provo,  together  with  the  Utah  Valley  Industrial 
Development  Association,  has  aided  in  the  location 
of  19  companies  in  the  Provo  area  in  the  past  year, 
representing  up  to  4,000  possible  jobs. 

*To  accommodate  these  new  companies,  Provo 
City  has  created  the  economic  development  office.

Faculty  gets  apathy  blame 


Congressional  salary  hike 
needed  toensure  quality 


Tuesday  the  lame-duck  Congress  paved  the  way  for  an 
action  considered  by  some  as  cowardly  but  by  others  as 
.  courageous. 

It  made  the  first  step  in  granting  itself  a  15-percent  pay 


Though  unpopular,  the  increase  is  long  overdue-  Critics 
are  lambasting  the  increase,  because  it  comes  at  a  time 
when  the  national  deficit  is  passing  the  $1  trillion  mark 
and  unemployment  is  at  the  highest  level  since  World  War 
II.  But  rather  than  hurting  the  government  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  hardest  hit  by  the  recesson,  the  increase  should  help 
them.  If  good  men  are  to  enter  politics  they  must  receive 
appropriate  monetary  compensation.  Many  senators  and 
representatives  take  huge  salary  cuts  when  they  give  up 
their  own  lucrative  employment  to  take  a  job  that  pays 
only  $60,000  a  year.  Other  would-be  congressmen  feel 
they  cannot  afford  to  hold  public  office. 


The  United  States  stands  to  lose  great  leaders  to  the 
well-paid  public  sector  if  Congress  does  not  grant  itself 
the  increase. 

If  the  pay  hike  is  not  passed,  the  public  will  also  lose  in 
.another  way.  With  their  current  salary,  most  congress¬ 
men  cannot  afford  to  maintain  a  home  both  in  Washington 
and  in  their  home  states  or  districts.  Out  of  necessity  they 
often  give  up  their  home  among  the  people  who  elected 
them  to  office.  This  serves  to  remove  them  from  the 
concerns  of  their  constituents,  thus  sacrificing  the  quality 
of  representation  granted  by  our  system. 

Although  it  is  unpopular,  the  congressional  pay  raise  is 
indeed  needed  so  that  potential  office  holders  will  not  be 
driven  from  public  service  and  so  that  our  system  will  be 
able  to  maintain  the  same  quality  representation  it  has 
enjoyed' in  the  past.

Toward  peace  and  goodwill 


“Peace  on  earth,  good  will  toward 
men.”  Familiar  words  for  this  yule- 
tide  season,  yet  words  least  under¬ 
stood  by  many  Americans. 

“Good  will  toward  men.”  What 
men?  All  men,  for  peace  on  earth.  . Yet 
in  our  quest  for  peace  are  our  percep¬ 
tions  of  men  somehow  misguided  into 
causing  more  problems  than  we 
solve? 

In  an  October  forum,  Dr.  Donna 
Lee  Bowen,  an  assistant  professor  of 
political  science,  said  Americans  can 
overcome  these  misperceptions  if 
they  look  beyond  the  skin  to  the  soul 
of  the  people. 

Bowen  expressed  the  idea  that 
Americans  hold  a  double  standard  as 


to  what  is  expected  of  western  cul¬ 
tures  and  what  is  expected  of  Eastern 
cultures. 

If  America  is  to  live  up  to  its  image 
of  peacemaker,  then  her  perceptions 
of  different  cultures  should  change. 

In  her  address,  Bowen  continued 
with  a  definition. 

One  definition  of  beauty,  Bowen 
said,  is  unity  in  variety.  People  have  a 
need  to  assign  beauty  in  terms  of 
order.  Emphasis  should  be  placed  on 
the  beauty  of  differences  rather  than 
the  strangeness,  she  said. 

Americans  feel  that  they  are  a  spe¬ 
cies  apart,  Bowen  said,  but  “variety 
exists  beyond  our  own  culture.  Amer¬ 
icans  cannot  ignore  the  valuable  con¬ 


tributions  that  other  countries  are 
making.  Their  system  of  doing  things 
may  be  the  best  for  them.  There  may 
even  be  things  we  can  learn  from 
them,”  Bowen  said. 

The  political  ramifications  of  main¬ 
taining  a  superior  attitude  can  under¬ 
mine  what  America  stands  for, 
Bowen  said. 

What  does  America  stand  for?  In 
this  season  of  good  will  toward  all 
men,  let  us  not  forget  that  power 
without  compassion  and  understand¬ 
ing  will  not  solve  anything.  We  need 
to  first  redefine  our  misperceptions. 

“Peace  on  earth”  and  an  end  to  suf¬ 
fering  could  come  that  way.

Social  Security  and  retirement

Old-age  pensions  are  a  major  issue  now  with  a  late 
December  decision  pending  of  the  presidential  commis¬ 
sion  on  Social  Security. 

With  an  already  overburdened  government  that  is 
more  in  debt  than  ever  before,  even  the  pay  to  the  elderly 
is  being  scrutinized  and  mulled  over  by  the  presidential 
committees. 

The  decision  of  whether  to  cut,  eliminate,  keep  or  tax 
Social  Security  benefits  seems  impossible  to  solve. 
According  to  Otis  Pike  of  Newhouse  News  Service,  we 
are  “two  stubborn  Irishmen  who  are  miles  apart  philo¬ 
sophically  and  unwilling  to  move  together.” 

An  underlying  issue  of  the  Social  Security  problem  that 
no  one  seems  to  be  discussing  is  that  of  what  makes 
citizens  retire  in  the  first  place. 

Many  people  are  forced  to  retire  as  young  as  55  years 
old,  an  age  that  does  not  always  produce  aged,  decrepit 
retirees.  People  that  have  many  good  years  of  work  and 
experience  are  put  out  to  pasture  and  handed  Social 
Security  checks. 


Would  there  not  be  less  strain  on  the  federal  budget  if 
these  people  were  allowed  to  work  until  they  were  unable 
because  of  illness  or  lessened  mental  capabilities? 

If  one  looks  around  him  at  perfectly  capable  people  who 
were  between  the  ages  Of  55  and  65  who  were  forced  to 
retire  by  their  companies’  policies,  he  would  see  people 
with  very  little  purpose  in  life.  These  people  feel  if  they 
are  retired,  they  must  be  old;  so  they  become  old.  Thus, 
there  are  more  people  sick  and  needing  financial  help. 
Where  does  it  come  from?  The  government. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  we  were  allowed  to  work  until  we 
were  not  producing  effectively,  there  would  be  fewer 
people  on  Social  Security  and  more  experienced,  happy 
people  on  the  job. 

Before  the  presidential  commission  on  Social  Security 
dismisses  to  announce  another  vague  decision  on  whether 
to  pamper  the  incompetent  people  it  has  created  by  telling 
them  they  are  old,  it  should  consider  the  problem  under¬ 
lying  the  issue  —  retirement  policies.
